Two Sections of an Express Collide at 
Harrisburfj, Pa. 



FlARRiflDrno, dune 27.— The roost 
fearful v»reclt which has ever occurred 
In this city took place Saturday morn- 
ing. The first section of the Western 
express, which is duo here, soon after 
midnight, was rtagirod taslow the city 
because it was very late The second 
section came thnnderlufr along at the 
rate of 45 miles per hour and dashed 
Into the first section.

Several persons who 
were Injured Left the wreck and went 
to various houses in the vicinity, and it 
is impossible to ascertain the Dames oi 
all who are missing. 

Robert Pitcuim, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, was on the train, but cseuped 
uninjured. The city hospital is S mass 
of maimed this morning. The city 
physicians were called out to assist in 
caring for the injured. Tile cause of 
the accident Is not exactly known, but 
there seems to be a mistake in the read- 
ing of the signals.

At Fordham and Dauphin 
Park the suffering was only less in de- 
gree that there were fewer to suffer and 
a less number to experience the terror 
of a possible death before morning in 
waters which were rising at the rate of 
one inch an hour. Every effort is »>eing 
made by those overtaken by the Boot) to 
escape w ith their families.
